B. Exner, M. D., who is the 
nation’s leading medical auth- 
ority on the subject. Dr. Chal- 
fant further claimed that Dr. 
Exner’s conclusions are not 
based on experiments or sci- 
i entific evidence and that 5,000 
other studies by physicians 
refute Dr. Exner. 

This is an admission by Dr. 
Chalfant that he has not read 
Dr. Exner's works for, if he 
had, he would know that Dr 
Exner’s conclusions are based 
almost entirely upon the so- 
called scientific evidence for 
fluoridation. He merely points 
out the inaccuracies, fallacies, 
inconsistencies, distrotions and 
falsé conclusions - even out- 
right lies in the claims 
made for fluoridation. 

As to the refutation of Dr. 
Exner’s works, it should be 
noted that at least two years 
ago the American Dental As- 
sociation and the Commission- 
er of Health of the City of 
New York promised a_ point 
by point answer to Dr. Exner. 
Why have they failed? 

Can Dr. Chalfant produce a 
point by point answer to Dr. 
Exner, based on scientific evi-

Dr. Exner has been the ob- 
ject of personal abuse and 
ridicule but his writings have 
remained unanswered.

Dr. Chalfant admitted that 
the effect of long-term = con- 
sumption of fluorides is not 
known but stated that careful 
examination of citizens of 
Bartlett, Texas, whose water

The Bartlett-Cameron study 
is referred to frequently as 
“scientific” evidence support- 
ing the case for fluoridation. 
If Dr. Chalfant had read all 
the information developed 
from the Bartlett study why 
did he not know, and state, 
"hat the study revealed arth- 
ritis in 13.8% of those exam- 
ined, hearing defects in 19.4%, 
cataracts in 10.1%, bone 
changes in 10.1%, which is 
far, far higher than the na- 
tional averages? 

Why did not the National 
Insitute of Dental Health re- 
lease the information, obtain- 
ed in the Bartlett study, on 
complete clinical details on 21 
sases /with bone changes and 
one fatality autopsied (the on- 
ty such autopsy ever per 
formed, incidentally?)

WATER FLUORIDATION 
Dear Citizens of Upland: 


I would like to state here, 
some of the reasons why | 
am definitely opposed to the 
fluoridation of Upland's water 
supply. 

First, because sodium flu- 
oride is a malignant poison 
which has no antidote. It is a 
cumulative poison. Thus small 
doses, over a period of time, 
will consume vital organs of 
the body, and lead to chronic 
invalidism. 

Second, because up to 
March 6, 1952, the American 
Medical Association did ‘‘not 
urge or recommend that any 
community undertake to flu- 
oridate water supplies." 

Third, because fluorides 


action in rats and mice. It is 
| stated in “Red Court,”’ by 
Rena M. Vale, that Commun- 
ists may Use water fluorida- 
tion as & means of “brain 
washing” communities to ov- 
ercome their resistance to 
/Communism. (These three 
points are taken from a tract 
by the National Pure Water 
Committee, P. 0. Box 27628, 
Los Angeles 27.) 

Fourth, because ‘Fluorine 
is probably the most danger- 
ous of all poisons. . . as it 
has a very marked tendency 
to accumulate in the body.” 
The most prominent symptoms 
of chronic fluorine poisoning 
are disease and destruction of 
the bones. Also, long contin- 
ued use of minute quanitites 
of fluorine may also cause 
goitre. 

Fifth, because fluorine, ev- 
en in amoufits ads low as one 
in fifteen million, interferes 
with normal digestion, by in- 
hibiting the activity of lipase, 
the enzyme that digests fats. 
The enzymatic breakdown of 
carbohydrates is also very 
sensitive to fluroine. Fluorine 
also hinders blood from clot- 
ting. 

Sixth, because people do 
not drink the same amount of 
water. Some persons may 
drink ten glasses of water on 
a hot day. If it is safe to 
drink water that has one part 
in one million, how many 
glasses a day would be safe? 
Children on cool days may 
drink only a few glasses of 
water. They will not be get- 
ting enough to correct their 
teeth, 

Seventh, because the wrong 
kind of fluoride is used in the 
water supply. When fluorides 
are prescribed as drugs, a 
nure, drug-grade is used. When 
fluorine is put into the water 
supply, the commercial grade 
is used, and it is clearly mark 
od, “For Industrial Use Only.” 

Eighth, because sodium flu- 
oride attaches itself to the cal- 
cium in our bodies and it- 
activates the cafcium. Most 
people have calcium deficien- 
cies in their bodies, already,
